Quantity  and  Quality 

No  centre  of  population  in  the  district  (excepting  Wardley  already 
adequately  supplied)  is  without  mains  water.  There  remain  only  a  few 
isolated  properties  outside  the  range  of  water  mains.  None  of  the  mains 
supplies  have  plumb o-solvent  characteristics. 

The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid-Northampton¬ 
shire  Y/ater  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for  sampling  and  examination 
of  water  supplies  and  routine  duplicate  sampling  is  considered  unnecessary. 

Samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination  in  private  well  waters,  and  also  for  plumbo-solvent  characteristics „

The  sewered  villages  include  95%  of  the  population  of  the  district. 
Schemes  are  being  prepared  for  three  more  villages  -  Ayston,  Seaton  and  the 
remainder  of  Preston.  When  the  schemes  are  complete  only  about  2%  of  the 
population  will  be  outside  sewered  areas. 

The  surface  aeration  works  at  Uppingham  produced  a  satisfactory 
effluent  during  the  year,  but  difficulty  was  encountered  with  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  surplus  activated  sludge  drawn  off  from  the  final  settling  tank. 
This  ultra-fine  sludge  was  sprayed  onto  land  which  proved  to  be  of 
insufficient  area  and  absorption  capacity.  Temporary  sludge  lagoons 
provided  only  a  stop  gap  and  a  permanently  satisfactory  solution  to  the 
problem  must  be  found. 

The  Council  have  exercised  compulsory  closet  conversion  powers  and 
the  estimated  closet  accommodation  for  dwellings  at  the  end  of  the  year

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  ten-day  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained.  Difficulties 
in  controlling  the  refuse  tip  continued.  These  difficulties  were  eased 
when  unrestricted  public  access  to  the  tip  was  stopped. 

A  working  party  has  been  formed  with  adjacent  authorities  to  con¬ 
sider  combining  resources  to  dispose  of  refuse  more  efficiently.  The 
working  party  has  as  yet  made  little  progress.
